TILTON AND MOULTON IN A 


BAD LIGHT. 


ANOTHER STATEM ENT. 


A R I F L K P U R d l l A S E , 


EASTERN. 


n e e e h e r - T i I t o n . 
N e w Yo r k, August 22.—The Times 
refuses to publish Moulton's statement 
because it throws no light on Beech­ 
er’s case. 
Thu Tribune carefully analyzes it, 
to show that instead of sustaining the 
accusation, it greatly weakens the 
prosecution, and conlirms Beecher’s 
defense. 
The World, in a scathing article re­ 
views Moulton’s and Tilton’s state­ 
ment, 16 show them devoid of honora­ 
ble instincts, and proves them unwor­ 
thy of belief when they otter their 
assertions against Beecher, unsup­ 
ported by evidence showing criminal­ 
ity. On the contrary, the World says 
this statement of Moulton proves the 
truth of Beecher’s statement as if ad­ 
mitted, and if it was, then Moulton 
destroyed his own credulity by talking 
and acting until last montliconsistent 
with Beecher’s avowals, and inconsis­ 
tently with any theory of Beecher’s 
guilt. 
The Sun says Moulton adds nothing 
of importance to the record. lie pro­ 
duces nothing equivalent to a confes­ 
sion of criminality by Beecher, and 
his explanation of the blackmailing 
feature is unsatisfactory. 
His state­ 
ment will change nobody’s opinion 
upon the main question. 
The best 
public sentiment here sympathizes 
with these views, and few reputable 
persons are willing to allow Beecher’s 
thirty years of honorable public life 
and reputation to be clouded upon the 
apology for testimony produced. 
One of the members of the Commit­ 
tee of Inquiry told a reporter that he 
was utterly amazed at the weakness 
o£ the statement. 
There was abso­ 
lutely nothing in it—not a particle of 
evidence against Beecher. Another 
telegraphed to Beecher that Moulton’s 
statement was utterly harmless, and 
they were perfectly satisfied with the 
case. Other members of the commit­ 
tee expressed themselves well pleased 
witli the statement, as they said it 
contained no letters of Beecher’s un­ 
published which had the appearance 
of supporting the theory of Beecher’s 
guilt. Shearman said that lie felt 
honored and happy in being associated 
with Beecher as an object of attack by 
Moulton.

N ew Y o r k, August 24.—The P ly­ 
mouth Church Comm ittee has tiled a 
lengthy report, in the conclusion of 
whicli they liud Beecher not guilty, 
and indirectly accuse Moulton and 
Tilton of moral perjury in their state­ 
ments.

ARIZONA. 


P iioknix, August 21.—A letter from 
Hon. John Smith of McDowell, to Mr. 
Geo. E. Mowry of this place, contains 
the following news: Twenty-two San 
Carlos Apacho scouts arrived at Camp 
McDowell on the 20th inst. from the 
Tonto country bringing in the head of 
the Chief Delche, and one hundred 
and twenty prisoners. 
They report 
killing twenty-five hostile Indians 
while on the scout. 
There were no 
white soldiers in the party. This suc­ 
cessful scout was conducted entirely 
by friendly Apache Indians, enlisted 
for the service under Crook’s policy of 
making Indians fight Indians. 


The German Empire have now a 
population of 41,060,849, of which 20,­ 
150,900 are males and 20,909,900 fe­ 
males, probably the nearest to an 
equilibrium of sexes in any country 
of an equally large population. Bixty- 
three per cent, of the inhabitants are 
over the age of fifteen years, and these 
are also pretty equally divided in re­ 
gard to sex. 
Forty per cent, of those 
over the age of fifteen are unmarried; 
about nine percent, widowed, and one- 
fifth per cent, divorced. Of the whole 
population 2,500,000 are Poles, 150,000 
Wends, 50,000 Ozechains, 150,000 Lit- 
tiianers, 150,000 Dane9, and 270,000 
French. 
The Protestants claim 25,­ 
549,981 of the inhabitants, the Catho­ 
lics 14,851,45, the Jews, 512,069. Thir­ 
ty-one per cent, live in cities, sixty- 
nine iu the country. 
Of the cities, 
thirty-one claim a population of over 
50,000 each. The number of dwelling 
houses in the empire amounts to 5,263,- 
000, and these inhabited by 7,505,000 
families. 


The Grand Jury of Ban Benito 
county found a bill on Monday against 
Frederick Wilson, the New Idria stage 
rohber. 
His wife (as he claims her to 
be) turned State’s evidence, and it is 
presumed that she will be cleared. It 
will be recollected that the woman, at 
the time of the attempted robbery, 
was attired in male apparel, and she 
flourished a pistol in close proximity 
to the driver’s head, compelling him 
to descend from his seat while VVilson 
sea relied for expected booty.

A Little Sermon. 


Mining in Southern California. 
In presenting tho mining Interests 
of Southern California to the public, 
it is necessary to remind the reader, 
who may reside north or east, that in 
this section the Winters are very 
much milder than further north, frost 
rarely occuring, while snow is never 
seen except on the tops of the highest 
mountains. This gives the miner a 
great advantage over those in the 
northern and higher latitude in the 
eastern portion of the State, as there 
is not a day in the year too cold to 
work comfortably in the open air. So, 
if in the working of placers he had to 
knock off one or two months in the 
extreme dry weather of August ami 
September, he would lose no more 
time than his brother miner up north, 
who is generally snowed in or frozen 
up three or four months in the year. 
Other things being equal, then, this is 
the best climate on the Pacific coast 
for mining operations. That we have 
as extensive and rich placer mines in 
this section of the State as have ever 
been discovered on the Pacific slope, is 
a fact acknowledged by all miners 
who have taken the pains to examine. 
This belt of gold-bearing ground is 
generally one or two miles wide, and 
can be readily traced from tho moun­ 
tains northeast of Santa Barbara to 
the State of Sonora, Mexico; and it 
maintains almost a direct course, 
crossing mountains and plains, and is 
so distinct in appearance that any 
practiced eye can detect it at a glance. 
Wherever it i« cut by gulches or val­ 
leys the richest placer diggings have 
been found. But until recently it was 
not known that water could be had in 
Bufficieut quantities to make the work­ 
ing of these mines profitable. This 
mistake, however, has been discov­ 
ered, and in addition to the three 
companies now at work on the San 
Gabriel, there is one company at work 
on the ditch which is to use the water 
that runs from Elizabeth Lake. This 
is called the Castec Mining Company, 
of which It. M. W il l ia m s is Presi­ 
dent. We have conversed with miners 
recently from the camp, and they all 
concur in saying that it is the most 
extensive and the richest placers they 
have ever seen, and to prove their 
faith in it, they prefer to take stock 
in the company rather than money 
for their labor. This mine is situated 
on the north side of Santa Clara 
Valley and about forty miles from 
Los Angeles. This will be a strong 
mining camp by Fall, and all their 
supplies will pass through this city. 
There is another company at work 
on the Piru Creek, about fifteen miles 
northwest of the Castec, who also ex­ 
pects to have the water flowing on 
their gold leads this winter. Still an­ 
other company is at work on the 
Cessipe but to what stage of advance­ 
ment they have reached we do not 
know. There is a prospect of a com­ 
pany being formed to work a placer 
mine on the south side of the Santa 
Clara Valley about three miles east of 
Lyon’s Station. A company of pros­ 
pectors recently discovered two or 
three beautiful quartz ledges in the 
range of mountains north of San Fer­ 
nando; we saw the speimens and they 
are exceedingly rich. The owners are 
now building their camp prejiaratory 
to opening their ledges. One of the 
largest deposits of asbestus in the 
United States was discovered a few 
months ago in the San Fernando 
mountains. The parties who discov­ 
ered it have tried to keep it in the 
dark, but it is no use, we have seen 
the specimens and know it to be gen­ 
uine. This little discovery will create 
a big excitement here some day. We 
have filled the space alloted for one 
article, and have not yet hinted at 
the greatest mining interest we have 
in our vacinity. We allude to our 
petroleum. We predict that within 
twelve months from this date there 
will be more excitement and more 
cash expended for the oil lands of our 
county than for all the other interests 
we have. 


Ou r correspondent, “ H a m i'De x ,” 
assumes that polygamy is the leading 
tenet of the Mormon religion. This 
is hardly correct. It is the distinctive 
feature of that faith, but not its sub­ 
stratum. There are many thousand 
Mormons who neither practice nor be­ 
lieve in polygamy. In fact, the church 
is now divided on that question. The 
argument that we “ first endure, then 
pity, then embrace ” a vice, does not 
seem to hold in the practice of polyg­ 
amy among the Latter Day Saints. 
Many old Mormons of both sexes have 
opposed that feature of tlie religion 
from the beginning, and the fact that 
it is practiced all around them has not 
made them converts to it. 


T h e Plymouth Church Committee 
have listened, pondered, and finally 
spoken. If this committee correctly 
understands itself and the case, Mr. 
B e e c h e r is not guilty. We antici­ 
pated this verdict. 
The evidence 
must have been strong—much stronger 
than it was—to have secured any 
other degree of verdict from that 
committee. It was said by an emin­ 
ent jurist that the Almighty foresees 
everything except what will be the 
verdict of a petit jury. 
Mr. B e e c h ­ 
e r ’s committee was very unlike a 
petit jury; everybody seemed to know 
what its verdict would be, and every­ 
body guessed correctly. Well, Mr. 
B e e c h e r is innocent, Mrs. T ilt o n is 
Innocent, T ilt o n is a fool, M o u lto n 
a knave, and all is serene. 


A nice little sermon with a strong 
admixture of truth running through 
it, is a gem in its way, and when 
found should not be lightly set aside. 
A sermon is sometimes good and 
sometimes bad. Sometimes the les­ 
son is more readily learned and longer 
remembered, because it is taught by 
a particular person or institution. 
Below we append one of those little 
sermons, which, while it is as true as 
Gospel, yet a sermon we would not 
dare to print as original in the col­ 
umns of the H e r a l d . Had we done 
so we should have been denounced as 
the utterer of a iibel and the promul­ 
gator of a fraud. But the New York 
Observer, a religious journal of might 
and influence, says: 
All Judicious pastors discourage familiarity 
on the part of their people, especially of the 
female denomination. For this way lies the 
danger. A silly woman pious perhaps,but 
very soft and shallow, hears t hostIrring words 
of her eloquent pastor, is roused, wanned, 
soothed, exalted,—she thinks edijial,—una 
straightway she believes lilm to be the man 
sent to do her good, she goes to his study to 
tell him so; how much enjoyment site llnds 
In his words; or she writes lilm a letter, and 
pours out her little soul full of twadlo about 
her gratitude for what her dear pastor has 
done for her; how she Is “lifted up’’ hv his in- 
stiuctlons; how site loves him as a friend 
given to be her guide and comforter, and so 
on, and so on, more and worse, running into a 
mawkish sentim entality, a sickening man 
worship, disgusting to every sensible person, 
hut very nectar to a vain, worldly preacher, 
who seeks only to make his hearers “ feel 
good.” 


A False Argument. 
E d it o r H e r a l d : It pecms to me 
that in your issue of Saturday you 
dashed off an article under the above 
caption without your usual delibera-, 
tion. 
“Vice Is a monster of such hideous mein 
That, to be huted, needs but to be se< n; 
But seen too oft, familiar with its face, 
We first endure, then pity, then embrace.” 
Thus speaks Pope on the subject, 
and it is as true as Holy Writ. We 
are all, more or less, creatures of cir­ 
cumstance, and wliat is hateful to-day 
becomes loveable to-morrow. Tell 
me not that precept and example ex­ 
ert no influence on the morals of man­ 
kind. Some thirty-five or forty years 
ago an Episcopal minister, to while 
away his leisure hours, wrote a relig­ 
ious romance, the manuscript of which 
was stolen by a shrewd, cunning, fel­ 
low by the name of Sydney Rigdon, 
who, in conjunction with one Joseph 
Smith, baptised it as the Book of 
Mormon. Upon this slight founda­ 
tion, by the power of precept arid ex­ 
ample, they have erected a powerful 
theocracy, which at times lias defied 
the power of tlie United States, and 
is still a troublesome cancer in the 
body politic. Since that time, Brig­ 
ham Young lias added polygamy to 
the Book of Mormon—at first to the 
disgust of the decent portion, if not all, 
of his followers. To-day, by the force 
of precept and example, polygamy is 
the first article in the Mormon creed, 
and its practice universal. But we 
need not go to Salt Lake nor the 
mountains of Utah for argument to 
refute your position—taken, probably, 
under the pressure of your “ devil’s ” 
cry for more “ copy.” Do you recol­ 
lect, in the early days, whilst sporting 
upon the village green, the first oath 
you ever heard ? I do; and it made 
the hair on my head stand on end. 1 
am older now, and have seen the day 
I would rip out an oath with the gen­ 
uine ring of tlie Barbary-coast ranger, 
without ruffling a hair. 
Take a retrospect of your own expe­ 
rience, and answer if truth and candor 
do not compel you to admit the truth 
of the above quotation. 
H a m p d e n . 
Amer.drr.ents to the Code. 
Among the amendments made to 
the Code by the last Legislature of last 
Winter are the following which are of 
general interest. They all went into 
effect on the first of July. 
All claims against a county must be 
first presented to the Auditor, instead 
of filed with the Clerk of the Board of 
Supervisors as formerly. 
The criminal jurisdiction of Jus­ 
tices of the Peace is restricted to offen­ 
ses committed within their respective 
townships. 
The jurisdiction of Justices over of­ 
fenses is moreover limited to cases 
where the penalty does not exceed a 
six months imprisonment or fine of 
$500, instead of a year’s imprisonment 
and $1,000 fine, as formerly. 
The law allowing the mortgagee one 
day for every twenty miles’ distance 
between his residence and the clerk’s 
office, in which to record his mort­ 
gage, was also repealed; also the de­ 
cision of the Supreme Court previous­ 
ly rendered on that enactment made 
the repeal more an act of form than 
anything else. 
The Wharf Contract. 
E d it o r H e r a l d : The Anaheim 
Southern Californian of the 22d, in an 
article upon the Bolsa Chica wharf 
matter, concerning which there has 
been some stir, declares that the com­ 
pany has nothing more to do with 
Gay concerning the construction of the 
wharf, and that no connection what­ 
ever exists between the said parties— 
i. e., the company and Gay. And 
thereupon, upon that basis, advises all 
to take stock therein. Will you per­ 
mit me to state the facts, which are 
these: Gay, a bidder for the construc­ 
tion of tlie wharf, has obtained a 
judgment of Court against the Bolsa 
Chica Wharf Company for a specific 
performance of contract on the part of 
the company, and therefore the com­ 
pany has no right whatever to let the 
contract to any other person. Gay is 
and has ever been ready to perform 
upon his part, and intends to enforce 
performance upon the part of the 
company.

Rev. Mr. Campbell’s 
lecture

W e have never heard 
th at subject handled in a more able 
manuer. 
He presented to the audi­ 
ence in the most forcible m anner the 
antagonism existing 
between the 
modern scientist 
and Christianity. 
He said: “ A majority of tho leading 
scientists seem to ho in search of 
truth for no other purpose than to 
convince m ankind th a t tho Bible is 
not of Divine origin. 
In all their 
writings and lectures they manifest 
their inveterate hatred to the Scrip­ 
tures. They delight to ham m er u. 
rocks of all the periods, 
but the' 
never see the rock of ages ; 
witl 
pleasure they sweep the heavens wit 
their glasses, but never catch one ra\ 
from the star of B ethlehem .” 
He 
showed most conclusively th a t the 
good order of society was entirely de­ 
pendent upon our "faith iu a future 
life. 
W ithout this faith, hum anity 
would inevitably relapse into a state 
of barbarism —an enlightened religion 
was the only hope of the world. 
Sci­ 
ence alone would not secure good so­ 
ciety nor build up a nation. 
H e gave 
m any historical proofs in support of 
these grounds. 
H e made no war on 
science; he loved it, and there was no 
antagonism between the Bible and 
science. 
All truth was from one com­ 
mon origin, and when properly under­ 
stood would perfectly harmonize. 
This we believe to bo the proper 
view to take of this subject. 
The 
friends of the Bible should give them ­ 
selves no uneasiness about the discov­ 
eries of science. 
If the Bible be true 
and the discovery of science be true, 
they must agree; if either he false it 
must 
pass away. 
N either should 
scientists wage a war against Revela­ 
tion; it is not In their way, for if they 
have the truth it must prevail. 
All 
tho truth th a t has ever been discover­ 
ed still lives, and the Bible lives too, 
and so it will ever be.
